Henry Dinochowskl was a Polish pa- 
lot, who wedded Helena Hchaaf, in

•xiled after the uprising of 1S46 by the 
Governmental authorities. He came

On one side of the 
pedestal appeared the words:

time by heart throbs. He most lives 
who thinks most, feela the noblest, 
aots the best."

Henry Dinochowskl Saunders, with

of his most beloved wife and conse- 
crated It to her memory in 1868." 

The tools with which he wrought and 
likeness of tho patriot's face are 
sculptured on other parts of the stone. 

The most mysterious part of the 
story is that, when his task was fin- 
ished, Dinochowskl disappeared as 
completely as If he had never existed.
